THE STORM OF SATURDAY! - 
Great Destruction to Property— 
Houses and Forests Blown Down 


—A Court House Unroofed and | 
 @ Court Demoralized. 


The storm which swept over this 
city Saturday afternoon about 5 
o’clock, lasting some ten minutes, 
while it did but little damage in the 
city, was most destructive in this and 
adjoining counties. 

e have already given an account 


few miles North of this city, and the 
crushing of a Mr. Tharp, who has 
since died of his wounds, and we give 
below some particulars of the damage 
done in other localities : 
At Durham the new tobacco ware- 
house of Mr. Mangum was blown 
down, several gentlemen narrowly 
escaping being caught in the falling 


in the town. 

At Hillsboro a number of small 
houses were blown down and others 
unroofed. 

At Pittsboro one half of the roof of 
the ‘ourthouse was suddenly 
wrenched offand blown down and 
the Court room filled with plastering 
and dust. The Court was in session 
at the time, but we learn the inmates 
of the room did not wait for the 
Judgeto adjourn the Court nor did 
they stand upon the order of their 
going. Fortunately noozxe was hurt. 
The residences of Hon. John Man- 
ning, Mr. J. H. Headen and others 
were more or less damaged. 

In the neighborhood of Morrisville 
great damage was done. It unroofed 
every house on the farm of Mr. John 
Burgess, including his dwelling, It 
unroofed Sanders Burgess’ house. 
His wife was sick in the bed at the 
time. She was unable to get up, and 
had to be removed to another build- 
ing that had escaped the ravages of 
His smoke house was 
blown down and his meat seattered 
for hundred yards around. The house 
of Mr. Cobles was blown down, but 
the inmates fortunately escaped un- 
harmed, Fences and trees suffered 
terribly in the whole section.

Tir ALLEGED MISTAKE IN THE 
Crry CHARTER.—Some excitement 
was observed yesterday among the 
citizens of this city, arising from the 
discovery of an omision in the Act 
dividing Raleigh into five wards re- 
cently passed by the Legislature. 

The Act was neeurately drawn, for 
the printed copies published some- 
time ago by the City Fathers show 
that the error originated after the Bill 
had been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture; and we suppose that the omis- 
sion occurred by some copyist om!t- 
ting by accident one entire line of the 
manuscript. 

The Act provides for five wards: 
the Ist, 8d 4th and 5th are accurately 
detined. The omission occurs in the | 
deseription of the second ward. 

The first ward is bounded as fol- 
lows: beginning at intersection of 
Davie and W streets, east 
with Davie to Bloodworth ; north u 
Bloodworth to Martin; east wit 
Martin to East street; north up East 
to Jones, then eas Jones to 

ity line,ete. The Bi 1en says: 
second ward shall be boended 
ag follows: Beginning at the inter- 
section of Davie and Wilmington 
streets, thence with the boundaries of 
the first ward, east with Davie street, 
north with Bloodworth street, east 
with Martin street to the city 
line, ete.”

civyen some attention to the subject, 
entertain the decided conviction 
that it does apply to them, and that 
they will be compelled to conform to 
the law prescribing the rate per 
eontum allowed by the act. The 


BNationnl Banks are authorized to 


charge the same rates allowed by the 
jaws ofthe States in which they are 
Jocated, and nogreater. Should they 
clarge a greater rate, they cannot 
recover at law, and are besides 
jiable to a fortciture of their charters 
the National Banking act. 
The usury law, then, not having in- 
creased or diminished the rate here- 
tofore authorized to be charged does 
not appear to be in conflict with, 
abridge, impair, or infringe, the 
rights of the National Banks in any 
respect. Their rights are maintained 
on an equality with all persons and 
State Banks. Indeed it appears to 
have enlarged them, forif they are 
eompelled to purchase collaterals or 
other property pledged as security 
for money loaned, they can resell on 


| time the property so purehased and

Heretofore, on such a note, 
only six per centum was lawful. It 
will not be pretended that the severi-

Maintaining then, that the Usury 
Law is applicable to National Banks, 
a3 Well as to the citizensand State 
Banks, you naturally inquire how it 
will affect the prosperity of the State. 
Thisisan important inquiry. It is 
slieged that it will drive eapital from 
the State. That it will goto Virgin- 
ja, South Carolina and ether States 
forinvestments it-will seek United 
States bonds, Railroad bends, &c. Of 
the millions now on deposit in the 
Banks in the State, and in the hands 
of individuals, to be loaned at from 
izto2t per centum per annum, if is 
probable that some comparatively 
smallamounts may findinvestmenis 
in other States. Stilithe dividends, 
interest or profits, of all sums so in- 
vested willeome back te the Siate, 
and ultimately the principal itself (if 
prudent and safe inyestmenis are 
made abroad.) If the investment is 
transferred to another State at a 
higher rate of income than our indus- 
irial pursuits will bear, and the pro- 
ceeds, interest or dividends are re- 
turned to the State, where the inves- 
tor lives, it isnotapparentthateither 
the State or a citizen will be injured 
thereby. 

But few industries in this, or the 
United States, ean afford to pay over 
kix per centum when all, or even 
one-half, thecapital invested in them 
is borrowed at that rate. If the bor- 
rower does not realize over six per 
centum on the money borrowed he 
lias lost his time, laborand solicitude 
to no useful purpose to himself or the 
State, and better for him that he had 
not taken the joan or madean invest- 
mentof it. But it is apprehended 
that comparatively few would be in- 
duced to invest in lands, factories, 
bonds and stocks of other States. 
What then wil! they invest in out of 
the State? The reply is, United 
States bonds. These are already 
above par in gold, even the 5 per 
cent. bonds. The 6's arenow quoted 
at $120 in currency, or & premiuin of 
“oper eent. This sum, or $105 50 In 
void, invested in a 6 per cent. goid 
bond, will only purchase a bond of 
£100 which will give of interest $6 in 
cold or 36 84 incurreney, now depre- 
ciated 14} percentum. Now this $iz0 
currency, invested at home at8 per 
cent., will yield 39 60 in kind or S2 76 
more than the same amonnt in the 
bond. Now take the 5 per cent, gold 
bond, quoted at $116 in currency,and 
it yields you only $5.70 in currency, 
while the $116 invested at S$ per cent. 
interest, at home, gives you 39.28 or 
$3.58 more than the goid bond peys, 
orat that rate for a greater or less 
sum. “Thus, we see thatin investing 
in the best Government bonds issued, 
the profit over them at S per cent. ine 
vestment is $2.60 and $3,58 respec- 
tively on the one hundred doilars. It 
would appear that but few persons 
would abandon 8 per cent. at home, 
and under their close observation for 
United States bonds, even if they 
were exempt from taxation. The 
State, county and town taxes, except 
ina few cities, do not aggregrate one- 
half the difference of yield in the 
bonds and home rates at 8 per cent. 
‘Vhen there is the time lost and com- 
missions on the purchase of the 
bonds. Besides a large proportion of 
the Government sixes are liable to 
be called in and redeemed at par, at 
any time, if the Government elects 
to do so, When the premium paid for 
the bond of 5 percent. or 6 per cent., 
in gold, will be lost to the invester, 
and the proceeds returned to the 
State for investment. 

Furthermore, these political securi- 
ties are not regarded by capitalists as 
the mose favorable investment, 
pecially when issued by a Republi- 
can Government. They are ever sub- 
ject to fluctuations, with the changes 
and vicissitudes of governments— 
iual-administration, intestine strife, 
domestic and foreign wars, always 
depreciate them and sometimes bank- 
rupt nations as well as States. A 
Jarge majority ofall the U.S. bonds 
are now heldin Europe where the 
rate of interest is low, and war there

Money, merely as money, creates 
no weaith. Itis unproductive. The 
loan of it will bring to the owner an 
interest, which the borrower pays, 
but this produces no additional prop- 
erty, creates no new weaith to the 
State. Money is instituted by law, is 
the iegal representative of property, 
a medium for the exchange of values, 
It is its application to labor, its cone 
trol of labor, that crestes new prop- 
erty and resources for the people and 
the State. The mere money lender 
is nota producer, bit a eonusumer of 
production. To this extent, only, he 
makes a market aud encourages pro- 
duction: his money is the motive 
power that brings together, eombines 
the labor and materials and makes 
property, creates values. Money as 
instituted by law has a legal power 
over all other specics of property, it 
isa legal tender in payment of debts, 
a medium of exchange of all proner- 
ties, accumulates interest, represents 
and measures all products, and is 
valuable in proportion to the uses 
and purposes to which the law as- 
signsit. Being thus endowed with 
attributes and powers, by law, over 
all ether values, it would appear 
strange that the law should notrogu- 
late its rate of interest, whether tn 
the hands of individuals, associa- 
tions or Banks. Tis facility of trans- 
fer and combination alsogreatly adds 
to its power. Double the rate of in- 
terest of the dollar and you doubleits 
value or power over property, and 
labor. The percentage on money 
vovers the rentor use of all property, 
the price of labor, as the law of grave 
itation governs a body; bence, . 
its percentum shonld b4é régtilated’ 
by iaw, in order to controlits power 
over property, production and labor. 

But, that we may see more clearly 
the relations of eapital to production 
and labor, let us referto Commisston- 
er Wilson’s Statistical Reporton this 
subject. in 1869, he estimates the 
total investments in properties and 
industries in the United States atSsl,- | 
000,000,000, while the average net 
revenue or income from these was 
only $1,000,000,000, or 3 1-10 per cen- 
tum. I'he average increase of money 
in notes, bonds, bank stock, ete., in 
all the States, is estimated at 8 per 
cent. per annum. We are without. 
statistics on this question applicable 
to North Carolina alone. But it is 
doubted whether the net incomes 
from all the properties of ail the in- 
dustries in our State, for the last five 
years, will exceed two per eentum 
annual profit, while money has aver- 
aged 10 per cent. perannum, making 
a difference in favor of imterest-

These are the legi fruits of 
the excessive rates of interestin all 
countries. ‘The proportion of 3 per 
cent. on industries to 8 per cent on 
capital ought to satisfy the cupidity 
of the most avaricious, How tempt- 
ing to all who can_afford it, to aban- 
don labor prodaction and bank 
on orlendtheirmoney. Ought then 
the disparity between these sources 
of income to beso great? Is it not 
detrimental to all developments and 
industries, as well as to the labor 
which, combined with capital,create 
the wealth, power greatness of 


the State? 


The changes in investments re- 
sulting from the enforcement of the 
legal rates Will doubtless be tncon- 
venient to many,and work injurious 
ly tosome. If the power given to 
the mortgagee is oppressively exer- 
cised, great wrong may occur in ins 
dividual cases. Itis hoped such in- 
stances will be of rare occurrence. 
Eight per centum isa large income 
on capital in almost any country,and 
was so regarded in North Carolina 
before the war. 

The opinion isalso entertained that 
our National Banks that purchased 
bonds before the recent advance, can 
still realize from 8 to 10 per cent. div- 
idends. They have heretofore avera- 
ged about 12 ker cent., including 
their reserves. ‘hey cait,’ it’ is be- 
lieved, still discount good commer- 
-Gial paper, taken in regular and legit- 
imate business transactions, at the 
rate agreed upon by the merchant, 
farmer, or holder of the same; but 
not paper made to be discounted ata 
greater rate than 8 per cent. Such 
would be usurious iftaken ata greater 
discount. These legitimate commer- 
cial bills notes constitute a large 
proportion of their discounts insome 
Banks. Then if the reduced rates of 
interest enable the farmer, merchant, 
mechanic and manufacturer to bor- 
row at 8 instead of 15 per cent., they 
willleave 7 per cent. profit or advan- 
tage in their business, This willim- 
part greater energy, activity, life nnd 
prosperity to all branches of busi- 
ness. Inthis the Banks will par- 
take, as Well as the other property of 
their stockholders. There will be 
more demand for money on discounts, 
the class of paper offered will be bet- 
ter and safer, and their funds will be 
kept active, instead of being held 
idle, waiting to get a more doubtful 
note at 15 per cent. per annum. 
It is not, therefore, clear that 
Banks and Bankers will be seri- 
ously affected by being confined to 
the highest rate of interest ever al- 
lowed by lawin theState. The effects 
of a low rate of interest is to stimu- 
late and multiply production. This 
increases wealth and prosperity. It 
also appreciates the value of all prop- 
erty boih realand personal. It gives 
the property-holder and Iaborer a 
larger margin for profits, hence the 
appreciation. When interest is 12 
per cent., $100 will purchase as much 
property as $20) will when it is only 
6 per cent. A railroad share vielding 
10 per cent. dividend is as valuable 
as two shares yielding only 5 per 
cent. 

I have thus concisely stated some 
of the reasons I entertain for the 
opinién that the passage of the act 
was Wise and judicious. I have con- 
sidered it purely as a question of 

oliecy for the entire people of the 

further illustrate the effects of 
low rates for money, let vs suppose 
that two steamship eompanies are or- 
ganized to runin the transportation 
business from Wilmington to Liver- 
pool, each with a capital of cone 
million of dollars. They are 
in competition with each other 
‘in the earrying trade, and 
both working on borrowed cap- 
ital. The rate of money averaging 
about four percent. in Engiand, the 
Liverpool company get their million 
at 4 per cent, while the Wiimington 
company pay 12 per cent. The Liver- 
pool company pays out $49,000 an- 
nualiy of interest, while the Wil- 
mington eompony pays, for thesame 
time and amount, 2120,600-0f interest, 
or $80,000 more anunualiy. Now, if the 
prams in the business do not amount 

o more than 12 per cent net, it is 
manifest that the Wilmington com- 


nothing, and insolvency is unavoid- 
able, while the Liverpool company is 
making 8 per cent. clear profit; a 
good investment, where money come 
inands only 4 td cent. This illus- 
trates the prineiple of low and high 
rates of interest on ell industrial pur 
suits. It applies to cvery farmer, 
inerchant, manufacturer and mecha- 
nie, who borrows money in our State. 
While his business is absorbed by the 
one rate, he would thrive and pros- 
per on the other. This also gives 
the rersson why the greater portion 
of the carrying trade between this 
and European countries is done in 
foreign bottoms. While most new 
countries havo higher rates of inter- 
est than oid and long established 
governments maintain, itis manifest 
that, if money could be furnished 
throughout the United States at the 
low rate itisin Franee, Eneland and 
other countries, it would increase 
inbor and its rewards—tlus elevating 
that class—wreate new elements for 
it, revive and muiliply industries of 
all kinds, doubie the valuo of iand 
and other properly, and vastly en- 
large and extend productionsand ex- 
poriations. tie varied and in- 
exhaustible resources of this extended 
eountry, we could defy the cheap 
labor of Europe. It wouid come here, 
and seon our exports would give us 
the balance of trade, and the gold of 
other countries wou'd cometo 
chase our varied and mulliplied pro- 
duetions. As with the United States, 
‘so, relatively with WNoerth Carolina, 
‘distinguished for the variety of her 
climate, the fertility of her soil, the 
value and variety of herminerals,the 


j abundance of her water power, the 


industry and integrity of her people, 
she only asks equal position with 
other States and nations, and her 
people will again-become contented 
and prosperous beyond her sister 


Since writing the forewoing I am 
pleased to learn that the Legislature 
has expressed’a purpose to postpone 
the operation of the Usury Law until 
next Fail. This may be wise, and 
will give all persons time to adjust 
their business relations to the require- 
ments of the law, and avoid some 
cases Of hardship which might have 
arisen.

SENATE—lH very scat was oecupied 
and thousands surging through the 
galleries to bear Andrew Johnson. 
After elevon o’ecloeck the ingress was 
impossibleand the diplomatic gallery 
was well filed. The Senate floor was 
crowded with privileged outsiders. 
Johnson’ Was dressed in his usual 
style of elegant neatness. Ife has a 
full suitand gray hair. His voice first 
‘was low, gradually swelled until it 
rang througii the corridors. Fle spoke 
without notes. He was loudly ap- 
-plauded when he said: “If Grant is 
elected a third term, then good-bye 
to the Republie.’? He spoke two 
lrours, applause from the galleries 
and congratulations from his friends 
on the flor. Johnson spoke at length 
of the traditions of tae Republic. 

Olay introduced a resolution de- 
nouncing Jackson for removing the 
deposits. It was then decided that 
the Senate had no right to pass — 
ihe action of the President, uniess 
setting as aCourt of Impeachment, 
He aliuded te the troubles in Tennes- 
see in ’66, when a resignation was 
defeated by a quorum. Gen. Thomas 
was instructed to strictly abstain 
from any interference. This dispatch 
was written by the Secre of War 
in the presence of the President. He 
declared it Was not his intention to 
give utterance to a single personal 
matter, but to speak of public acts.
